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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Status 

Claims 1-6 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Diezmann et al. 
(US 6,044,046). 

As per claim 1 and claim 4, Diezmann et al. (US 6,044,046) discloses an apparatus 
(Figure 3) provided with communication means (1 1, 51) for obtaining an electromagnetic 
coupling with an (first) antenna (1 1) on an information carrier (1), and provided with a carrier 
body (50) and a pressure body (65) between which said information carrier (1) can be clamped - 
see Figure 3, a bridge (60, 61) in which the pressure body can move freely, which bridge serves 
to support the pressure body (65), and a second antenna (1 1 and/or 51 associated with the 
pressure body) which is coupled to the communication means, characterized in that the bridge is 
at least partly free from metal axially opposite the second antenna (see Figure 3, wherein there 
is no material of bridge (60/61) between coil antennae associated with the pressure body (65) in 
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the axial direction -i.e., no part of (61) extends over (5 1 and/or not part of (60) extends over 
(1 1) in (65), in the axial direction of axis (70)). 

As per claims 2 and 5, characterized in that the portion of the bridge (60/61) that is at 
least partly free from metal comprises at least one radial interruption. That is, since there is no 
material, there is an infinite number of radial interruptions, which is "more than one." 

As per claims 3 and 6, characterized in that the portion of the bridge that is at least partly 
free from metal comprises a groove in radial direction (e.g., the space between (61 and (60) 
and/or the space formed by (60) on which pressure body (65) resides in - see Figure 3.
